The Governing Body of the Consulta- 
tive Council of Jewish Organisations

In New York the Co-ordinating Board 
of Jewish Organisations, which has con- 
sultative status with the Economic and 
Social Council of the United Nations, has 
also adopted a programme devoted to the 
protection of human rights which it hopes 
will be approved by the U.N. General 
Assembly. The Board of Deputies of 
British Jews was represented at the mect- 
ing by Dr. A. Cohen, its President, and 
Mr. A. G. Brotman, the Secretary.

Palestine is down for discussion as the 
24th item on the provisional agenda of 
the General Assembly, and the refugec 
problem may be brought up either in the 
report of the United Nations Concilia- 
tion Commission for Palestine or the 


- report of the Director of Unrra for Pales- 


tine refugees in the Near East. 

It is possible that Mr. Sharett, as 
leader of the Israeli delegation, will par- 
ticipate in the General Debate, which is 
the first item on the agenda, and which 
is expected to last about a week. ‘Israel 
will definitely take part in two debates 
concerning the Middle East area as a 
whole, including Libya. “ Although a 
small country, Israel considers itself in 
the position of being able to make a 
unique contribution on all matters of 
international importance,” said a spokes- 
man of the Isracii delegation. 

When Mr. Sharett returns to Israel, as 
he is expected to do in a few weeks’ time, 
his place will be taken by Mr. Aubrey 
Eban, the Israeli Ambassador to the 
Inited States. Other members of the 
delegation arc: Mr. Arthur Lourie, 
Deputy Permanent Representative to the 
United Nations: Dr. Jacob Robinson,

TREASON TRIAL 
IN IRAQ 


Jews Sentenced 
to Death

TEHERAN 

Two Jews, Yousef Ibrahim Basri, 
believed to be a lawyer of Basra, and 
Shalom Saleh Shalem. were sentenced 
to death by an Iraqi court at Baghdad 
after a trial lasting nearly a fortnight. 

According to reports received here, the 
trial began on October 24 before a 
special court. Altogether 27 persons. of 
whom 19 were Jews, were tried on treason 
and espionage charges, and particularly 
on charges of distributing Zionist pamph- 
lets and of hiding arms and ammunition. 
Seven of the accused, including a rabbi, 
were stated to be Iraq: subjects, and seven 
of them were women. The fate of the 
other accused is so far unknown. 

The two Jews sentenced to death arc 
stated to have been charged with being 
in possession of bombs with the intention 
“to kill and destroy.” and of carrying 


‘on political activities with a view to get- 


ting m touch wih a State which is an 
enemy of Iraq. 

After the trial had been proceeding for 
two days. Mr. Dhiban Ghaban,. a Moslem 
lawyer, who was to bave defended the 
accused, resigned, stating that he could 
not recognise the authority of the court 
to try the accused. It 1s believed that 
Yahya Kasim, another Moslem, the 
ednor of At SwaaB, Progressive 
Baghdad daily, took over the defence. 


According to another report, the two 
Jews were, during the trial, also charged 
with the bombing of the Massouda Shem- 
tob Synagogue and the United States 
Information Service in Baghdad. 

As reported in our January 19 issue, 
one Jew was killed and 24 persons, 
including women and children—all Jews 
—were seriously injured when, carly in 
the month, a bomb was thrown. at the 
Massouda Shemtob Synagogue in South- 
ern Baghdad. The synagogue served. for 
some time as the main registration centre 
for Iraqi Jews intending to go to Israel. 


ISRAEL-JAPAN TRADE 
AGREEMENT

JERUSALEM 

Israel can now purchase ships, rolling 
siock, and power plants from Japan at an 
almost unlimited credit, as a result of an 
agreemem which has been reached by Dr. 
Yitzhak Bezner and Mr. Max Tal, who 
have spent several weeks in Tokyo nego- 
tiatrng for recwprocal trading. 

The delegates’ are due to return here 
in two to three weeks time, and a 
decision will then be taken on the prac- 
tical possibilities of the agreement. It is 
thought that Israeli experts would be sent 
io Japan, to decide the extent of the pur- 
chases to be made, and what they should 
consist of. 

Meanwhile. one large shipment of 
urgently needed copper and brass (valued 
at $214,000) will shortly be made to the 
Palestine Electric Corporation. 


ISRAEL & ALIGNMENT WITH WESTERN POWERS

JERUSALEM 

A vote of confidence in the Israeli 

Government's foreign policy of seeking 

closer links and partnership with the 
United States and other “ open countries, 
was passed by the Knesset on Monday. 

The motion was carried by 60 votes 


to 36. 
The departure in Israel's foreign policy 
of non-identification with any group of 


powers was made clear in the speech by 
Mr. Moshe Sharett, the age Minister, 
when he opened a foreign affairs debate 
in the Knesset on Sunday. _ 

The Mapam and Communist members 
moved a motion of no confidence in the 
Government and this was defeated by 63 
votes 10 16. 

All opposition parties either voted 
against or abstained when the Govern- 
ment’s motion was put to the votc. . 

The Foreign Minister said that the 
Government was devoting every effort to 


place the country in a position to con- 
tribute its share in defence of regional 
and world peace should this prove neces 
sary." He gave details of the aid which 
israel had already received from America 
and stated that the Government intended 
to make an early application for a second 
am from America’s allocation for the 
scal year 1952-53. 

Mr. Sharett concluded by saying: 
* Israel's vital interests demand that rela- 
tions should close with those 
coumtries whose Jewish communities are 
free to further fulfilment of her historic 
mission and whose Governments render 
practical assistance ty enable her to stand 
up to the trials of to-day and those in 
wait for to-morrow.” 

Mr. Sharett staied thai Israel was ready 
to pay compensation for abandoned Arab 
land but only through a United Nations 
Agency. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Prime Minister, 


speaking on Monday justified Israel's 


Western orientation on the grounds of 
the country’s close association wit 
America which was essential for Israel. 

Israel's partnership with the United 
States, added the Prime Miunister, was 
not only in material matiers but mosily 
in one essential—freedom for the people 
to elect a Governmem. Without such a 
régime, the Jewish people could not exist. 
The same applied to Britain. 

The Soviet Union, he said, could not 
dictate to Israel with whom the country 
should be allowed to tighten its links. 
Israel's needs only would dictate. 

During the debate Mr. Y. Rifkin 
(Mapam) and Mr. S. Mikunis (Com- 
munist) suggested that there should be 
no resistance against’ any Russian inva- 
sion. The suggestion was denounced by 
Mr. E. Liyneh (Mapai) and this was 


followed by an uproar. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion later remarked that 
anyone who mutinied in. time of war 
would be treated as a traitor. 


RUMANIAN JEWS 
SENT TO MINES 


4,800 Moved from 
Transylvania

A campaign designed to remove 
young Jews from their family sur- 
roundings is being conducted quietly 
in Rumania. So far, about 4,800 
young Jews, aged between 16 and 18, 
have been transferred from Transy|- 
vania to workers training camps. 

The campaign is being developed under 
the auspices of a trade union youth move- 
ment, whose purpose is to secure juvenile 
labour for heavy work in the mines. 
foundries, and oilfields: As is admitied 
in the Communist-centrolled trade urion 
press in Rumania, the object of the cam- 
paign is to “ save the young peonle from 
the influence of the older generation, 
which is under the influence of the 
Zionist fallacy.” 

While the young people remained with 


their parents, they could still hone to 
emigrate to Israc!i. By moving them 
from their homes the authorities hope to 
infuse them with enthusiasm for the 
régime, 

The most promising youngsters sre 


allowed to join trade umons almost imme- 


diately. But on reaching the age of |8 
they must do two years’ military service. 
mostly in labour battalions. Those who 
have completed their military service 
return to areas allotted by the authorities. 
In special cases, the youngsters are 
allowed to visit their families twice a 
year. In other cases, leave is granicd 


only once a year. 


JEWISH WOMEN COLLIERS

mecrease output. The women, al! house- 
wives, are working in the mines at Wal- 
brzech, helping in the loading of coal, and 
thus enabling the workers of the Maurice 
Thorez mine to achieve their production 
quota in celebration of the 34th anniver- 
sary of the Russian revolution. This is 
the first tome that Jewish women have 
worked in Polish mines.

A Sense of Mission 


Mrs. Israe! Brodie, in her address on 
“The Significance of the Home in Jewish 
Life,” said thac Jewry’s survival had been 
due to the character of the Jewish people, 
to the insisicnce ON HS and 
on the awareness of Ms mission—to teach 
justice, righteousness, and love to a world 
i which all nations might dwell as one 
family, That explained Jewish martyr- 
dom and courage, Jewish hope and 
religious fervour, and Zionism, 

Thev were. said Mrs. Brodie, an eternal 
people, and their home life should be 
bound up with ther history and with all — 
che tradtyons and ceremonies relating to 
those historic events, as well as with the 
observance of their spiritual holy days. 
The Jewish way of life was based on the 
Torah, on justice, and on the practice 
of charity, the latter expressed in the 
rlavonship between man and man.’ or 
batter. between man and his neighbour. 

The Jewish home, she continued, was 
one in which those practices were carried 
out, and there they found applicable the 
socielogisi's principles of home educa- 
con, home character4raining, and home 
rexgious upodringing. 

Regrettably in their community there 
had been a decline in the observance of 
the Jewish Sabbath; in the laws of 
kashrui, and in festival observance and 
ceremonial. That was undoubtedly duc 
to a lack of religion im the home. The 
recem Home Office pamphiet on the con- 
duct of children’S hemes stated “a 
re gious -upbringing must be founded on 
th example of peaple with whom a 
chid lives.” 


Réle of Parents 


The Jewish aspect of the problem had 
been well brought out in an editorial on 
that pamphict in Tae JewisH CHRONICLE, 
which had stated: The conscientious 
Jewish parent should need no reminder of 
ihe supreme importance of the réle he or 
she must play wf our faith is not to degen- 
crale into a mere archaic survival.’ The 
ew “i paremt must im the home. provide 
Oasis Lor the sparitual education of the 
child. 

was now being realised more than 
‘ver, particulary im these days of social 
and econom'c changes im society as a 
whole, how vital it was to strengthen the 
spirkual and moral influences of the 
home. The religious observances which 
achid saw in its home in its formative 
years remained with it for ever—a shield 
temptation and assimilation. Let 
ao ‘ind in the home a contradiction 
‘what « was later taught in the Hebrew 
‘“isses and the synagogue. Let it not be 
confronted with gpa menial conflict. But 


y precept and example che child should 
be given its chance to grow up with a 
loyalty to Judaism and xs people. 

Points stressed during the discussion 
were: that more should be done so that 
children should have a link with the club 
and the synagogue: parents should be 
taugm the religious symbols of the 
Jewish religion so that they could teach 
their children; and the starting of more 
Jewish study circles for aduks. 
Among those taking part in the discus- 
sion were the Rev. Dr. I. W. Slotki, the 
Revs. A. Rosenfeld, M. Zeffertt. and J. 
Herman, Miss N. G. Levy, Mr. Nathaniel 
Jacobs, Miss B. J. Barwell, Mr. H. B. de 
Mesquitta, Mr. J. D. Rychtman, and Mr. 
L. M. Samuel.

ians). 


The Broken Home 


Miss Miriam Moses read a paper on 
“The Broken Home.” Perhaps of al! 
the causes of distress and difficulty which 
existed to-day, she said, the “ broken 
home” was the greatest. The term was 
a comprehensive one and included any 
home where the family life was dis- 
turbed. The consequences could be 
obvious and public, cu'minating§ in 
divorce or separation of the parents, or 
the children having to be placed away 
from the family orbit or they could be 
disguised. 

Miss Moses referred to the measures 
which had been taken to deal with these 
grave and difficu't cases, and in this con- 
nection mentioned the work of the Chil- 
dren’s Care Officers, the Jewish Board 
of Guardians’ Children’s Commutiec, the 
Marriage Guidance Council, and the 
Matrimonial Committee of the Board. 
Obviously. she said. education for 
marriage was a very desirable aim. 


Educational Task 


They. as Jewish social workers, when 
having dealings with their families, mus; 
iry to educate them in all she ftunda- 
menial preceps of Judaism—ithose ofl 
tolerance, «mutual respect, loyaly, 
humilny. honesty of purpose, and sym- 
pathy. They could emphasise points of 
view in every sphere, through thei Care 
Committee work, thew ciubs, their 
schools and Hebrew classes, their parent- 
teacher and other aduk associations, and 
in their personal contacts wah the family 
itself. 

During the discussion alarm was 
expressed at the growing amoun of 
ambling among Jews which was‘said to 
be a cause of the break-up of the home. 
The evil of overcrowding was referred to, 
and it was suggested that divorce was too 
casy m this country. 

The afternoon stssion was presided 
over by Cllr. Mrs. Theresa Science Rus- 
sell. of Newcastle upon Tyne. 

Mr. B. L. Q. Henriques, C.B.E., J.P., 
spoke on “The Deprived Child.” 
Physical ill-treatment was almost unknown 
in the Jewish community, bul A was, 
like the wider community, concerned 
because they were many children who 
were not getting the peace, love, and 
happiness expected in a home. 

The first thing for social workers to 
do was detection. They in the Jewish 
community were peculiarly well placed 
because they could refer those cases to 
the Jewish Board of Guardians’ Chil- 
dren's Department. 

Mr. Henriques also spoke of the need 
for more foster homes and the need for 
training the righ kind of foser parents 
for those homes. 

During the discussion a speaker 
suggested that the Jewish Board of 
Guardians ough to supplement widows’ 
pensions so that woud be. neces- 
sary for them to go out to work. 

Mr. Justice Karminski wound up the 
proceedings. He-was sure, he said, that 
the conference would be of great benefit 


to all.

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A Stiff-Necked 
People 


Ne fewer than ten times in the 


Bible is Israel called by t's 

name. It is to-day just as 
characteristic of us as it was in ancient 
times. To admit this accusation and 
to realise its truth is to know both 
the strength and the weakness of the 
Jewish people. 

We are indeed a stiff-necked people. 
We are arrogant, obstinate, self- 
assertive; and we have, on. the 
whole, a deep aversion from being 
guided or led. The same qualities 
which disgusted and wearied the 
greatest of leaders, Moses, in ancient 
days, are still the qualities of the 
modern Jew. But if the stiff-necked- 
ness of the Israelite people had proved 
nothing but a dreadful weakness, we 
should never have survived the 
tragedies and the challenge of the 
centuries. He has also. proved a tre- 
mendous source of strength, for in it 
lies a quality which has actually 
guaranteed our persistence. 

it is no doubt true that Jews, like 
Scotsmen, appreciate stories against 


themselves, for our sense of humour 
has rarely deserted us. But it is also 
true that we Jews almost entirely 


refuse to recognise our faults, and 
hate hearing them talked about. We 
are certainly stiff-necked in a bad 
sense. We have, from the days of 
Moses, declared our willingness to 
obey and to hearken, but we have 
gone our own way just the same. 


"THE great international Rotary 

Movement -has for its motto: 
Service above Self. Should it not be 
expected that a somewhat older people 
—older by a mere 3,000. years—should 
carry out this ideal of service? We 
call our spiritual leaders miunisters, 
that ts, servants—to be sure their 
highest and most honourable function. 
But what of the congregation? How 
many understand the glory of willing 
service 

Are not so many of us stiff-necked, 
too, in our ignorance of the Jewish 
past, and of the greatest teachings of 
our faith? Not less are we obstinate 
in our readiness to follow a multitude 
to do evil, instead of standing forth 
as the champions of a great and sacred 
cause. 

Yet as the building of the Succah 
begins immediately after the great 
Fast Day, so the Jew turns fram self- 
searching and regrets to thoughts of 
joy and hope, It has ever been part 
of our native genius to transform the 
ordinary into the holy, our very vices 
into virtues, to create light out of 
darkness. 

A modern writer begins his account 
of the Jews with these words: ~ This 
is the story of that strange people that 
will not die.” The world still wonders 
at the uniqueness of a people that has 
managed to tower above the most 
tragic lot that has ever been the 
destiny of any human group. This 
peculiar people has never, for long, 
ceased to climb upwards, and to do 
this has accepted the hard way, the 
bitter struggles, the contempt ‘or the 
hatred of its neighbours, and has never 
yet been overcome. If stiff-neckedness 
means defiance and refusal to accept 
defeat or absorption, then we must 
thank God that He has endowed us 
with this quality, for in every age it 
has helped to strengthen and to 
purify us, helped us to fight on with- 
out, for long, losing our courage or 
our faith. 


THIS great and precious gift has, 
further, enabled us to turn our 
weaknesses into strength, our despair 
into fresh hopes, our tears into 
laughter, our mourning into dancing. 
Will is sometimes even more important 
than faith, and as a great modern 
rabbi has put it: the Jew faces the 
world with the will to change it. Weil 
may it be said of the stiff-necked Jew 
to-day, what was said in the pact of 
old Ulysses. He, like the Jew of the 
ages, had wandered over the world, in 
his latter years had returned home, 
and yet once again set forth because 
he could not rest : 
*“ Tho’ much is taken, much abides ; 
and tho’ 
We are not now that strength which in 
old days 
Moved earth and heaven; that which 
we are, we are; 
One equal temper of heroic hearts, 
Made weak by time and fate, but 
strong in will 
To strive, to seek, to find, and not 
yield.” 


RISE OF THE LIBERAL SYNAGOGUE 


Exhibition Opened 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An exhibition histor 
and growth of the Liberal Jewis 
Synagogue was declared ores by 
Rabbi Dr. L. L. Mattuck, the Minister 
Emeritus, at 28, St. John’s Wood 
Road, on Thursday of last week. 

The exhibition has been arranged by 
the Younger Members’ Organisation and 
will remain open until next Wednesday. 

Mr. J. D. Cross, Chairman of the 
Organisation, presided at the opening 
ceremony. 

Rabbi Mattuck said that the history 
of the Liberal Synagogue would always 
be included in any history of che Liberal 
Jewish Movement, which had begun with 
the late Claude Montefiore. Kk also 


belonged to any history of the Anglo- 
Jewish community as a whole. 

Rabbi Edgar thanked the 
organisers, Mr. and Mrs. J. Cross, Messrs. 
J. Coates, R. Barnard, and K. Shindler, 
and the Misses P. Lang and J. Lowenthal. 

Akthough the title of the exhibition is 
“The Years Between 1911-1951,” cover- 
ing the period from the establishment of 
the Hill Street Synagogue till the recent 
reconsecration of the rebuilt synagogue 
in St. John’s Wood, the documents, 
charts, press cuttings. and photographs 
displayed cover a wider range. 

The carliest documents refer to the 
Jewish Religious Union, led by Mr. 
Claude Montefiore and Miss. Lily 
Montagu at the beginning of this century. 
Although the services were held in private 
drawing-rooms they soon atiracied the 
hostile attention of the community. The 
JewisH Worcp, in October,-1902, devoted 
us whole cover to a drawing depicting 
what called “an unusual congrega- 
tion": women and men sitting together, 
a mixed choir, and Ciaude Montefiore 
preaching without either hat or talht. 

In 1909. however, the Jewish Religious 


Union added to its name, “ For the 
advancement of Liberal Judaism.” In 
their Aims and Purposes the leaders 
stated that “the Union does not ask 
support from anyone who is satisfied 
wih the existing synagogues.” 

“ A New Religion in Anglo-Jewry “ was 
Tue JewrsH headline (1909); 
“a new sect in Jewry.”” wrote THe Daily 
News: “a menace to Judaism,” 
declared the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann 
Adler, who called upon them “ to pause 
at the parting of the ways.” 

Two years later the Union acquired a 
disused Baptist Chapel in Hil! Street for 
their synagogue. In June, 1911, Monte- 
fiore went to America in search of 
minister. and in 1912, Rabbi Mattuck was 


inducted, Several. laymen, however, 
including Miss Montagu, occasionally 
also occupied the pulpn. In 1925 the 


synagogue, which had increased in num- 
bers. moved to St. John’s Wood, but a

bomb destroyed part of the building (in 
November, 1940). In 1944 the Jewish 
Religious Union for the Advancement of 
Liberal Judaism changed vs name to 
the Union of Liberal and. Progressive 
Synagogues. 

The exhibition includes, apart from 
documents and press cuttings, also a 
portran gallery,  liturgica exhibits, 
Libera! publications, as well as the sec- 
non on the Liberal Jewish Movement 
displaved at the recemt Anglo-Jewish 
Festival Exhibition. 

The Hon. Lily H. Montagy. O.B.E.., 
J.P.. speaking on Monday, said that the 
time had come to establish congregations 
in every large town in the country. 

Col. L. H. Gluckstein, K.C., the Presi- 
dent of the syfagogue, who was in the 
chai, said that the exhrbition was 4 cala- 
logue of. great achievements, for which 
Miss Montagu was largely responsible. 

Mr. J. M. Duparc, Secretary of the 
Liberal Jewish Synagoguc, speaking on 
Tuesday. under the chairmanship of Mr. 
John D. Cross, Chairman of the Younger 
Members’ Organisation. paid tribute to 
the pioneers of the Liberal Synagogue.

Brodie, in her address on 
“ The Significance of the Home in Jewish 
Life.” said thar Jewry’s survival had been 
due to the character of the Jewish people, 
io jhe imsisicnce ON Its separateness, and 
on the awareness Of its mission—to teach 
sustice, righteousness, and love to a world 
a which all nations might dwell as one 

| explained Jewish martyr- 
dom and courage, Jewish hope and 
re fervour, and Zionism, 
re, said Mrs. Brodie, an eternal 
people, and their home hife should be 
hound up wah their history and with a! 
che tradmions and ceremonies relating Lo 
those historic events, as well as with the 
observance of their spiritual holy days. 
The Jewish way of life was based on the 
Torah, on jusoce, and on the practice 
of charity. the latter expressed in the 
rlavonsmp between man and man, or 
betier. between man and his neighbour. 

The Jewish home, she continued, was 
one in whech those practices were carried 
out, and there they found app acable the 
S Principles of home educa- 
“on, home character4raining, and home 
reu@ious updringing. 

Regrettably in community there 
had been a decline im the observance of 
the Jewish Sabbath, in the laws of 
kashrut. and im festival observance and 
ceremonial. That was undowbtedly duc 
to a lack of religion im the home. The 
recent Home Office pamphiet on the con- 
duc of children’s hemes stated “a 
regions upbringing must be founded on 
th cxample of people with whom a 
Chid lives.” 


Réle of Parents 


The Jewish aspect of the problem had 
deen well brought out in an editorial on 
that pamphict in THe Jewish CHRONICLE, 
which had stated: “ The conscientious 
Jewish parent should need no reminder of 
he supreme importance of the réle he or 
she must play if our faith is not to degen- 
craic into a mere archaic survival,"’ The 
Jewish parent must in the home provide 
the bass for the spiritual education of the 
child

whole, how vital it was to strengthen the 
spiritual and moral influences of the 
home The religious observances which 
a chiid in US home in formative 
years remained with it for ever—ea shield 
‘24:05. temptation and assimilation.

confronted with pe menial conflict. But

Points stressed during the discussion 
were: that more should be done so tha 
children should have a link with the club 
and the synagogue: parents should be 
taugm the religious symbols of the 
Jewish religion so that they could teach 
their children; and the starting of more 
Jewish study circles for aduks.

The Broken Home 


Miss Miriam Moses read a paper on 
“The Broken Home.” Perhaps of al! 
the causes of distress and difficulty which 
existed to-day, she said, the “ broken 
home” was the greatest. The term was 
a comprehensive one and included any 


home where the family life was dis- 
turbded. The consequences could be 
Obvious and public, cu'minating in 


divorce or separation of the parents, or 
the children having to be placed away 
from the family orbu or they could be 
disguised. 

Miss Moses referred to the measures 
which had been taken to deal with these 
grave and difficu’t cases, and in this con- 
nection mentioned the work of the Chil- 
dren's Care Officers, the Jewish Board 
of Guardians’ Children’s Commutiec, the 
Marriage Guidance Council, and the 
Matrimonial Committee of the Board: 
Obviously. she said. educauon for 
marriage was a very desirable aim. 


. Educational Task 


They. aS Jewish social workers, when 
having dealings with their families, must 


iry to educate them in all the funda- 
mental preeepis of Judaism—ithose of 
tolerance, mutual respect, loyaky, 


humilxy, honesty of purpose, and sym- 
pathy. They could emphasise points of 
view in every sphere, through thei Care 
Committee work, clubs, their 
schools and Hebrew classes, their parent- 
teacher and other aduk associations, and 
in their personal contacts wah the family 
nself, 

During: the discussion alarm was 
expressed at the growing amoum of 

ambling among Jews which was said to 
« a cause of the break-up of the home. 
The evil of overcrowding was referred to, 
and it was suggested that divorce was too 
casy m this country. 

The afternoon session was presided 
over by Cllr. Mrs. Theresa Science Rus- 
sell, of Newcastle upon Tyne. 

Mr. B. L. Q. Henriques, C.B.E., J.P., 
spoke on “The Deprived Child.” 
Physical ill-treatment was almost unknown 
in the Jewish community, but A was, 
like the wider community, concerned 
because they were many children who 
were not getting the peace, love. and 
happiness expected in a home. 

The first thing for social workers to 
do was detection. They in the Jewish 
community were peculiarly well placed 
because they could refer those cases to 
the Jewish Board of Guardians’ Chi'- 
dren's Deparment. 

Mr. Henriques also spoke of the need 
for more foster homes and the need for 
training the righ kind of foster parents 
for those homes. 

During the discussion a _ speaker 
suggested that the Jewish Board of 
Guardians ough to supplement widows 
pensions so that woud not be. neces- 
sary for them to go out to work. 

Mr. Justice Karminski wound up the 
proceedings. He was sure, he said, that 
the conference would be of great benefit 
to all,

A Stiff-Necked 
People 


O fewer than ten times in the 

Bible is Israel called by this 

mame. It is to-day just as 
characteristic of us as it was in ancient 
umes. To admit this accusation and 
to realise its truth is to know both 
the strength and the weakness of the 
Jewish people. 

We are indeed a stiff-necked people. 
We are arrogant, obstinate,  self- 
assertive; and we have, on the 
whole, a deep aversion from being 
guided or led. The same qualities 
which disgusted and wearied the 
greatest of leaders, Moses, in ancient 
days, are still the qualities of the 
modern Jew. But if the stiff-necked- 
ness of the Israelite people had proved 
nothing but a dreadful weakness, we 
Should never have survived the 
tragedies and the challenge of the 
centuries. He has also proved a tre- 
mendous source of strength, for in it 
lies a quality which has actually 


‘ guaranteed our persistence. 


It is no doubt true that Jews, like 
Scotsmen, appreciate stories against 
themselves, for our sense of humour 
has rarely deserted us. But it is also 
true that we Jews almost entirely 
refuse to recognise our faults, and 
hate hearing them talked about. We 
are certainly stiff-necked in a bad 
sense. We have, from the days of 
Moses, declared our willingness to 
obey and to hearken, but we have 
gone our own way just the same. 


HE. great imternational Rotary 
Movement has for its motto: 
Service above Self. Should it not be 
expected that a somewhat older people 
— older by a mere 3,000 years-——should 
carry out this ideai of service? We 
call our spiritual leaders ministers, 
that is, .servants—to be sure their 
highest and most honourable function. 
But what of the congregation? How 
many understand the glory of willing 
service ? 

Are not so many of us stiff-necked, 
too, in our ignorance of the Jewish 
past, and of the greatest teachings of 
our faith? Not less are we obstinate 
in our readiness to follow a multitude 
to do evil, instead of standing forth 
as the champions of a great and sacred 
cause, 

Yet as the building of the Succah 
begins immediately after the great 
Fast Day, so the Jew turns fram self- 
searching and regrets to thoughts of 
joy and hope. It has ever been part 
of our native genius to transform the 
ordinary into the holy, our very vices 
into virtues, to create light out of 
darkness, 

A modern writer begins his account 
of the Jews with these words > “ This 
is the story of that strange people that 
will not die.” The world still wonders 
at the uniqueness of a people that has 
managed to tower above the most 
tragic lot that has ever been the 
destiny of any human group. This 
peculiar people has never, for long, 
ceased to climb upwards, and to do 
this has accepted the hard way, the 
bitter struggles, the contempt ‘or the 
hatred of its neighbours, and has never 
yet been overcome. If stiff-neckedness 
means defiance and refusal to accept 
defeat or absorption, then we musi 
thank God that He has endowed us 
with this quality; for in every age it 
has helped to strengthen and to 
purify us, helped us to fight on with- 
out, for long, losing our courage or 
our faith. 

HIS great and precious gift has, 

further, enabled us to turn our 


weaknesses into strength, our despair - 


into fresh hopes, our tears into 
laughter, our mourning into dancing. 
Will is sometimes even more important 
than faith, and as a great modern 
rabbi has put it: the Jew faces the 
world with the will to change it. Well 
may it be said of the stiff-necked Jew 
to-day, what was said in the pact of 
old Ulysses. He, like the Jew of the 
ages, had wandered over the world, in 
his latter years had returned home, 
and yet once again set forth because 
he could not rest: 
“ Tho’ much is taken, much abides ; 
and tho’ 
We are not now that strength which in 
old days 7 
Moved earth and heaven; that which 
we are, we are; 
One equal temper of heroic hearts, 
| Made weak by time and fate, but 
strong in will 
To strive, to seek, to find, and not 
40 yield.” 


RISE OF THE LIBERAL SYNAGOGUE 


Exhibition Opened 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


An exhibition showing the histo 
and growth of the Liberal Jewis 
Synagogue was declared open by 
Rabbi Dr. L. L. Mattuck, the Minister 
Emeritus, at 28, St. John’s Wood 
Road, on Thursday of last week. 

The exhibition has been arranged by 
the Younger Members’ Organisation and 
will remain open until next Wednesday. 

Mr. J. D. Cross, Chairman of 
Organisation, presided at the opening 
ceremony. 

Rabbi Mattuck said that the history 
of the Liberal Synagogue would always 
be included in any history of che Liberal 
Jewish Movement, which had begun with 
the late Claude Montefiore. Kk also 


Union added to its name, “For the 
advancement of Liberal Judaism.” In 
their Aims and Purposes the leaders 
stated that “the Union does not ask 
support from anyone who is satisfied 
with the existing synagogues.” 

A New Religion in Anglo-Jewry was 
Tue JewrsH headline (1909); 
“a new sect in Jewry,” wrote Tue Daity 
News; “a menace to Judaism,” 
deciared the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann 
Adler, who called upon them “ to pause 
at the parting of the ways.” 

Two years later the Union acquired a 
disused Baptist Chapel in Hill Street for 
their synagogue. In June, 1911, Monte- 
fiore went to America in search of a 
minister. and in 1912, Rabbi Mattuck was 


inducted, Several laymen, however, 
including Miss Montagu, occasionally 
also occupied the pulpa. In 1925 the 


synagogue, which had increased in num- 
bers, moved to St. John’s Wood, but a

belonged to any history of the Anglo- 
Jewish community as a whole. 

Rabbi L. Edgar thanked the 
organisers, Mr. and Mrs. J. Cross, Messrs. 
J. Coates, R. Barnard, and K. Shindler, 
and the Misses P. Lang and J. Lowenthal. 

Although the title of the exhibstion is 
“The Years Between 1911-1951," cover- 
ing the period from the establishment of 
the Hill Street Synagogue till the recent 
reconsecration of the rebuilt synagogue 
in St. John’s Wood, the documents, 
charts, press cuttings, and photographs 


displayed cover a wider range. 

Ihe earliest documents refer to the 
Jewish Religious Union, led by Mr. 
Claude M ontefrore and Miss. Lily 


Montagu at the beginning of this century. 
Alhhough the services were held in private 
drawing-rooms they soon atiracied the 
hostile attention. of the communny. The 
Jewisa Worcp, in October, 1902, devoted 
us whole cover to a drawme depicting 


what « called “an unusual congrega- 
tion "": women and men sitting together, 
a mixed choir, and Ciaude Montefiore 


preaching without either hat or tallit, 
in 1909. however, the Jewish Religious 


bomb destroyed part of the building (in 
November, 1940). In 1944 the Jewish 
Religious Union for the Advancement of 
Liberal Judaism changed xs name to 
the Union of Liberal and Progressive 
Synagogues. 
The exhibition 
documents and press cuttings, also a 
portrait gallery, liiurgica exhibits, 
Libera! publications, as well as the sec- 
rion on the Liberal Jewish Movement 
displayed at the recem Anglo-Jewish 
Festival Exhibition, 
The Hon. Lily H. Montagy. O.B.E., 
J.P... speaking on Monday, said that the 
time had come to establish congregations 
in every large town in the country.

THE LATE MR. HANS KLOETZEL 


Mr. Rosert WELYSCH writes: 

Hans-——or, as he called himself, Cheske!l 
Zvi-—Kioetzel contributed hundreds of 
aruicles on a great diversity of subjects 
curing the last 1S years or so to the 
Patestine Post, later the JERUSALEM 
Post, and he became very popular as 
* Diogenes.” He Started his career as a 
teacher at a Jewish school in Salonika, 
but after the First World War became 
well known as a Zionist journalist of 
viiality, and as a writer of short stories 
for Jewish youth. He himself never lost 
his youthful approach to life and adven- 
ture. He had served on the editorial 
of JOpiscue RunpscHavu in Berlin, 
and as roving correspondem of the great 
democratic daily, Beatmer TAGEBLATT, a 
paper owned, edited, and mostly read by 
Jews, but at the same time one of the 
represemtative liberal papers of the pre- 
Hitler era. He travelled extensively, and 
was once involved in a libel case when 
he disclosed the intrigues of German 
amtisemites in Mexico. 

“In Europe, Kloetzel uttered a warn- 
ing against the danger of impending 
\otalkarian barbarism ; later, as an ageing 
man in Palestine, he did not withhold his 
criticism of excessive nationalism in the 
Jewish camp, which seemed to him inc4r. 
sistem’ with the humanist concen of 


Zionism. His death is a great loss to 
and particularly jour- 
nalism.

TO SIR L. SIMON

Leading Hebraists and many friends 
of Hebrew and Hebrew culture 
attended a reception, given last week 
by the British Branch of the Depart- 
ment for Education and Culture of the 
ata Agency, to Sir Leon Simon, 
C.B., before his return with Lady 
Simon to Israel.

He recalic® that Sir 
Leon was a disciple of Achad Ha'am., 
and spoke of the way in which the 
Hebrew language could be a bridge 
berween Israc! and the Galut, 

Mr. Shlomo Auerbach sfid that Sir 
Leon's translations of Achad Ha'am and 
Bialkk had aroused in young people a 
desire to read those writers in the 
Orie nal, 

Dr. S. Sachs, Chairman of the British 
Branch of the World Hebrew Union. 
spoke of Sir Leon's energy in promoting 
the developmem and spread of Hebrew 
culture m general and of the Hebrew 
language in particular. 

Mr. M. Vilensky. Mr. Zvi Vardi, Dr. 
Heller, and Dr. George Webber added 
their tributes. 


Israel's Problems 
Sir Leon, responding, deak with the 
problems confronting the State and 
expressed confidence that economic 
‘problems would be overcome. The politi- 
cal position, too, he said, was not satis- 
factory. There was a new ‘Government, 
but « was doubiful whteiher the coalition 
between Mapai and the religious groups 
' would last long. 
in a reference to education in Israel, 
Sir Leon spoke of the many different 
groups and trends, cach proceeding 
along its own way, and said that if that 
process continued they would have not 
one people but three or four. To him, 
a State by self and for its own sake 
was of no value. It must be the Dasis 
for the spirmual side of Jewish iife. 
Israc| went the way of al! other States, 
the bonds between ut and the Galut would 
be loosened, with disastrous results.

BRITAIN AND EGYPT 


Strong Policy on Suez 
to be Continued 


From our Correspondent 


The Conservative Government will 
cominue to take a strong line with Egypt 
over the wnhilateral abrogation of the 
1936 treaty. This was made clear by 
Mr. Winston CHurcnitt, when he made 
his first speech as Prime Minister in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday. 

“In Egypt and the Sudan we are 
pursuing the policy adopted by the late 
Government and Mr. Morrison,” he said. 
“ We are resolved to mainiain our righ- 
ful position in the Canal Zone in spite 
of illegal and one-sided Egyptian action 
over the 1936 treaty. 

“ We. shall do our uwimost to “safe- 
guard the Canal as an international! high- 
way, using no more force than is neces- 


sary. 

The first intimation of the Govern- 
ments Middie East policy came in a 
passage in the King’s speech, read by 
ithe Lord Chancellor, Lord Simonps, on 
the opening of Parliament. 

This passage stated: 

“ My Government regard the abrogation by 
the Egyptian Government of the Angio-Eegyotian 
Treaty of Alliance of 1936 and the Sudan 
Condominium Agreements of 1899 as iliceal 
and without validity They are resolved. in 
conjunction with the Governments of the United 
States. France, and Turkey. to press forward 
with their proposals for joint defence arranec- 
ments in the Middle East. In the meantime. they 
will maintain their position in the Canal Zone 
under the terma of the 19%6 Treaty and will 
safeguard the international highway.” 

Mr. A. D. Dopps-Parxer Ban- 
bury), who moved the Commons address 
in reply to the King’s speech, said he 
hoped a way would be found to restore 
the traditional friendship between the 
British and the Arab-Mosiem .world. He 
expressed the hope that the Middice East 
defence arrangements could be exterided 
to include all countries in the area. 


TOURIST ALLOWANCE CUT 
Israel-Bound Visitors Affected 


Israel is among those countries affected 
by the decision, announced by Mr. R. A. 
Butler, Chancellor of the Excbequer, in 
Parliament on Wednesday, to cut the 
tourist allowance from £100 to £50 for the 
coming year, Children under 15 years of 
age will be allowed £35. 

The new basic aliowance of forcign 
currency for travel is intended to last for 
the period from November 8, 1951, to 
October 31, 1952.

THE MOTHER’S OR 
THE CHILD'S LIFE 


Jewish Point of View 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The world-wide comment on the Pope's 
pronouncement in Rome last week that 
it is wrong to sacrifice a child to save 
the mother during childbirth has, 
seems. contained no reference to the 
Jewish law on the subject. . 

The Pope, addressing the Italian Cath- 
olic Union of Midwives, is reported to 
have stated that while the saving of a 
mother's life was a most noble end “ the 
direct killing of the child as a means to 
that end, is not permissible.” 

It is significant how Jewish law in some 
respects agrees with the Pope's ruling and 
in others strongly opposes it. 

A learned rabbi whom I consulted 
told me that the Jewish law (as laid 
down in Aholot, Perek 7, Mishna 6, etc.) 
is that when the child is still in the 
mother’s womb, the child can be sacri- 
ficed in order to save the mother’s life. 
When. however, most of the child or of 
its head is out of the womb it is con- 
sidered a living person and it is wrong 
to kill one person to save another. 

The Pope's pronouncement is thus in 
essence similar to Jewish law, but while 
Jewish law makes very important quali- 
fications to the rule, the Pope's view 
appears to be that in all circumstances 
the child's life must not be sacrificed.

JEWRY’S RELATIONS 
WITH GERMANY 


W.J.C. Forum

Speakers at a meeting of the Jewish 
Forum, sponsored by the World 
Jewish Congress, at the Anglo-Israeli 
Club, London, on Tuesday, favoured 
immediate negotiations with Germany 
on reparations to Jews.

Israel to Send 3,000,000 
Boxes

Isracl is to send about 3,000,000 boxes 
of citrus fruits to Britain during the next 
season. | 

An _Isracti tion, 

Messrs. Zvi Izakson, Isaac Rokach, and 
Yehuda Horin, is negotiating with privaic 
importers in London. The delegation 
represents the Israel Citrus Marketing 
Board. the Government Agency in charge 
of the sale of citrus at home and abroad. 

Mr. M. Levin, Director of the London 
Office of the Board, told me.that the 
negotiations were making good progress 
and it was hoped to conclude an agree- 
ment by the end of next week. Under 
that agreemem, he said, Britain would 
import 2,200,000 boxes of oranges and 
500,000 boxes of grapefruit. Because of 
increased costs, the prices would be 
slightly higher than last year. 

Contracts have already been made with 
Norway and Sweden at slightly higher 
prices than las year’s, but the over-all 
yield in foreign currency is not expected 
to be much higher, despite the fact that 
over a million more cases are available.

VISIT OF ISRAELI 
METEOROLOGIST

Dr. D. Ashbel, Head of the Depart- 
ment of Climatology and Meteorology at 
the Hebrew University of Jerusalem, is 
now spending his “sabbatical year 
visiting observatories and scientific msti- 
tutions concerned with meteorology in 
Europe and America.

rticipated in the proceedings of the 
nternational Congress of Geodesy and 
Geophysics at Brussels and the Inter- 
national Light Congress at Paris. He is 


‘now in England for a few weeks. 


Among the: institutions which he has 
visited while in London are those of the 
Meteorological Department of the Air 
Ministry and the Royal Meteorological 
Society. At the Meteorological Depart- 
ment of the Imperial College of Tech- 
nology he has made arrangements for 
one of his assistants from Israc| to under- 
take post-graduate researoh. He told me 
that he was very happy io visit the office 
of the Palestine Exploration Fund, as 
that had been the first organisation in 
modern times to make a scientific study 
of climatic conditions in Palestine. ~ 


An Ancient Tradition 


Dr. Ashbel. who was born in Jerb- 
salem, said phat he felt that he was carry- 
ing on an ancient tradition, as there were 


valuable meteorological records of the 
Holy Land in the Mishnak treatise, 
“ All the scientific observa- 


tions of recent years have been incor- 
porated in his “ Bio-Climatic Atlas of 
Israel,” published last year in Hebrew 
and English by the Hebrew University. 
Recemt researches into solar radiation 
and light intensities, said Dr. Ashbel, had 
shown that sub<ropical regions like 
Palestine were the richest in the world in 
insolation (exposure to suns rays). 
The main prob'em was to use this insola- 
tion to the maximum in winter and the 
minimum in summer, by means of the 
suitable adapiation of public and private 
buildings. Town and village pianning 
must now take this factor mto considera- 
tion. 
As regards air travel, said Dr. Ashbel, 
the airport at Lydda had always had a 
fine reputation among pilots engaged in 
imter-continental air travel, due to the 
efficiency of the work. undertaken there 
by the weather-forecasiing team.

Neo-Nazi Revival 
From a Correspondent 


Bonn 

The announcemem that Dr. Herbert 
Dieemann has been made the new Chief 
of the Appoinunents Deparumen of the 
Foreign Office has caused much surprise 
here. Besides being a former member of 
the ukra-nationalist German students’ 
dueling association he was also a mem- 
ber of the Nazi Party. His appoiniment 
to this high post, just at the tame when a 
Parliameniary Comminee of inquiry has 
been set up to investigate ithe Nazi record 
of Forcign Office officials, makes non- 
sense of any findings or recommendations 
the committee is likely to bring forward. 
Ai the same time it ss to under- 
mine abroad any trust in the Govern- 
mem’s intention of purging the Civil Ser- 
vice of xs Nazi clemenis. 

Not only abroad but in this country, 
too, doults are increasing. Speak ing 
for the German trade unions, Adolf 
Kummernuss, a member of the Execu- 


_ tive, a few days ago strong!y criticised the 


Federal Government, saying that its 
policy gave rise to the question whether 
a was at all possible to establish democ- 
racy in Germany. He was particularly 
bitter on the revival of Nazi bureaucracy 
in the Governmem, and warned that if 


that policy remained unchanged the trade 


unions would be compelled to use their 
own means to save democracy. 

In the meantime, the ex-Service organi- 
sations are growing in numbers, strength, 
and influence. The firs issue of Der 
STaAHLHeLM, published in Cologne, is 
almost a replica of the pre-war Nazi 
press. “ Alles fiir Deutschland” is the 
first leading article, and the “call to 
comrades © is phrased in terms recalling 
the language ihe Nazis used in former 
days. The pictures in the first issue are 
reproductions of pre-war army scenes 
(incidentally of an army review in 1931 
in Breslau. the capital of Silesia now 
part of Poland). 

Genera! Ramcke, too, recently released 
by the French, is continuing his 
triumphant tour Germany, 
addressing crowded meetings. : 
meetings are frequently interspersed with 
Nazi songs, and invariably end with the 
singing of “ Deutschland iiber Allies 
aa semi-military parade known as the 
“ General Ramcke march.” 

An ominous indication of the return 
and popularity of Nazi songs was given, 
a few days ago, by the representative of 
a German gramophone manufacturing 
firm, who. according to the German 
press, said that in the last few weeks his

* Horst Wessel.” The same representa- 
tive remarked that if his friends came to 
power in Germany again Auschwitz 


would be “ mere child's play.” 


More Heartening Signs 


There are, however, other less grave 
and more comforting signs to record this 
week from the German scene. The 
“peace wih Israel ” campaign is gain- 
ing, albexnt slowly, more supporters. A 
few days ago the Union of mocratic 
Students Associations at the Gottingen 
University, joined the movement, issuing 
at the same time, in clear language, a 
demand for moral and material restiu- 
tion for the Jews, Similar support was 
also forthcoming in a number of Ger- 
man papers. The Ecno 
called for a new attitude to the Jews, an 
attitude which should become “the 
touchstone " of the inner change of the 
German people. Another paper, com- 
menting on Dr. Adenauer’s satement on 
restitution, welcomed the declaration of 
the Social Democratic Party on the sub- 
ject, and expressed the hope that a new 
declaration be issued by would be 
“less burdencd invisible reserva- 
tions than that of the Government.” 

Quite outspoken on the subject of Ger- 
mans and Jews was also the LUBECKER 
Nacuercuten. “The memory of the 
unspeakable Nazi crimes,” the paper 
wrote recently, “ ought to remain alive 
in wus all, especially to-day. when 
extremist politicians threaten to form an 
alliance with the remnants of anti- 
semitism.”” ‘These voices are few and 
still Weak, and certainly not sufficient to 
influence of diminish the growing tide 
of German nationalism, which, in many 
ways, according to the opinion of trained 
foreign observers here, carries in its wake 
the danger of a Nazi revival. But these 
are voices worth recording as coming 
from Germans who, despite everything; 
dare to speak out freely.

Party System Condemned

JOHANNESBURG 

Sharp criticism of the South African 
Zomst Federation's constitution being 

on party lines was voiced at an all- 
day conference of non-party Zionists held 
here on Sunday. 

Mr. WN. Kirschner, for many years 
chairman of the local Federation, pre- 
sided, and those present included Mr. 
Bernard Gering, also a former chairman 
of the Federation, Chief Rabbi Rabino- 
witz, Rabbi Morris Swift, and many other 
veteran Zionists who broke away from the 
Federation in recent years in view of their 
opposition to the party system. 

An interesting feature of the conference 
was the presence of many chairmen from 
Zionist societies in country centres, who 
claimed that their communities were too 
small to accommodate the various party 
branches. 


Artificial Alignment 


Alleging that the alignmem of local 
Ziomsts ih accordance with the parties in 
Isracl was highly artificial, constituted 
imterference in Israci's affairs, and was 
deirmmental to the local community, 
speakers asserted that the party system 
m the Diaspora was killing Zionism and 
undermining all-out cfforts to aid Israel. 

It was decided to demand that the 
Federation hold a referendum among 
local Jewry or among the United Appeal 
contributors on whether the present con- 
stitution of the Federation on party lines 
should be maintained or a new constitu- 
tion framed. whereby members of the 
Zionist Conference and the Federation 
would be elected along hines similar to 
those of the South African Boafd of 
Deputies, namely, by the representatives 
from the general socicties in all paris of 
the country. 

The same cvyening a delegation from 
the conference discussed the positiom with 
representatives of the Federation. It was 
decided to appoint a joint commission to 
mvestigate the matter.

TO AUSTRALIA 


19,000 Expected this Year

THE U.S. ATOMIC 
SPY TRIAL 


Partiality Alleged

Ethel and Julius Rosenberg, who were 
sentenced to death last March after being 
convicted of atomic espionage for the 
Soviet Union, have filed an appeal in the 
US. courts. Their tawyer, Mr. 
Emmanuel Bloch, has asserted that the 
sentence was a violation of the eighth 
amendment to the American Consiiu- 
tion, which would give the military 
authorities the cight at any time to 
declare any act or statement of a civilian 
to be treasonabic. 

The appeal also charged Judge Kauf- 
man, who presided during the trial, of 
misconduct, claiming that he had been 
biased against the defendants and partial 
to the prosecution in his directions to the 
jury. It stated “ the: death sentence in 
this case is, in essence, punishment for 
political nonconformity and is a notice 
that the price of political apostasy can 
be a man’s life.” Many newspapers here, 
including those anti-Communist. have 
declared the sentence to be a miscarriage 
of justice. It is generally expccicd that 
the appeal will be granted, but it will take 
at least two years before it is brought 
before the Supreme Court.

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110 YEARS 


THIS month marks the 110th birthday of 
THe Jewisu Curonicre, the first issue of 
which appeared on November 12, 1841 
(Marcheshvan 28, 5602). On such an 
occasion, our foremost thought must be to 
express, in the time-honoured Jewish 
formulary, our thankfulness to Providente, 
which has preserved this paper in life and 
enabled it, despite more than ordinary 
hazards, to reach this season. 
wise profoundly conscious of all that is 
owed to this beloved land of Britain. For 
it is the spirit of British freedom that has 
fostered the existence of a Jewish paper with 
a record of longevity unique in any country 
and in any language. 

At the time of our 100th birthday in 
November, 1941, no festive celebration was 
possible. Britain and her Allies were then 
engaged in a desperate struggle to preserve 
the world’s freedom. To our Centenary 
Number, however, Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL, 
the great Prime Minister of those heroic 
days, sent this enheartening message : 


“On the occasion of the centenary of THE 
a landmark in the history of 
British Jewry, | send a message of good cheer to 
Jewish people in this and other lands. None has 
suffered more crucily than the Jew the unspeakable 

‘evils wrought on the bodies and spirits of men By 
Hitler and his vile régime. The Jew bore the brunt 
of the Nazis’ first onslaught upon the citadels .of 
freedom and human dignity. He has borne and 
conunued to bear a burden that might have seemed 
to be beyond endurance, He has not allowed & to 
break his spirit; he has never lost the will to resist. 
Assuredily in the day of victory the Jew’s sufferings 
and his pan in the struggle will not be forgotten. 
Once again, at the appointed time, he will see 
vindicated those principies of righteousness which 
it was the glory of his fathers to proclaim to the 
world. Once again it will be shown that, though 
the mills of God erind slowly, yet they grind 
exceeding small.” 

Victory was won in due course, and we 
have seen such marvellous events since as 
the establishment of the State of Israel. But 
not all the hopes contained in that message 
have been achieved, Indeed, just a decade 
later, the whole world is again beset with the 
direst perils. This very week, on his resump- 
tion of the Premiership, Mr. CHURCHILL has 
spoken with the utmast solemnity of the 
tremendous dangers by which we are con- 
fronted. In keeping with such conditions, it 
is a mood of responsibility rather than of 
rejoicing that is demanded of all of us, and 
not least of those who have public duties 
to discharge. Those who are entrusted with 
the conduct of THe Jewish CHRONICLE can 
never be unmindful that their primary 
obligation is that of public service. It is 
unnecessary to recall here the great traditions 
which have been inherited from the past and 
which it is our constant endeavour to carry 
forward. We take pride, however, both in 
the position we have been able to attain in 
the affections of the Jewish community here 
and abroad and in the equally proud position 
a newspaper such as ours holds within the 
ranks of the press in general. No worth- 
while success and influence is ever achieved 
without effort, and it has been our constant 
effort to improve our service to the Jewish 
people and to the larger general community, 
so that, on the one hand, Jews will be as 
adequately informed as possible on all sub- 
jects which concern them, and, on the other, 
Jews and their neighbours will be faithfully 
and honestly interpreted to each other, to the 
benefit of both. In the professional sphere, 
we are glad to think that, however modestly, 
THe JEWisH CHRONICLE has attained a level 
which, relatively and in its own place, is as 
high as that of any of the world’s best news- 
papers, 

In the post-war years we have, in common 
with other newspapers, unfortunately con- 
tinued to be hampered by the rationing of 
newsprint and the imposing of austerity 
regulations. Yet we have succeeded in 
extending in several directions the scope of 
our services. Thus, by means of air- 
transport THE JEWISH CHRONICLE is now 
enabled to be rapidly distributed throughout 
the world. In Israel and the U.S.A. and 
France, for example, it is often available 
(weather conditions permitting) for reading, 
if not always on the actual date of publica- 


We are like- 


tion, then at least during the same week-end 
as it is being read in Britain. Through our 
syndication department, news, pictures, and 
feature articles are transmitted to Jewish 
newspapers in all lands, The news bulletins 
compiled every day in this office are used in 
official circles as well as for daily broadcasts 
to Israel and other countries. Moreover, our 
publications department is issuing an increas- 
ing number of books and pamphiets for the 
information of the Jewish and general 
public. 

As a completely independent Jewish news- 
paper, tied to no official body, our allegiance 
is given to the general Jewish cause and not 
to any special partisan or sectional interest. 
In our editorial comments we uphold the 
teachings of traditional Judaism and the 
tenets of Zionism, without necessarily sup- 
porting any particular interpretation given 
by varied schools of thought. Our columns 
are open to news and views about all move- 
ments in Jewry, as we consider it to be the 
primary function of a newspaper to supply 
correct and trustworthy information regard- 
ing current affairs. Above all factions and 
dissensions, however, we regard the brother- 
hood and unity of the Jewish people as of 
supreme importance. 

It is always a source of gratification to 
know that the readers of THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE are also its friends, even though 
at times they may be its critics. Accordingly, 
we have been much touched by the messages 
of congratulation and good wishes which 
have already reached this office. A decade 
beyond our centenary, we have now attained 
the venerable age that was reached by two 
Biblical heroes, JoserpH and Josuua. In the 
spirit of these valiant men of old, we would 
say: “Be strong, be strong, and let us 
strengthen one another.” So we may feel 
encouraged to look forward happily 
mow AND ‘YY, to the 120 years 
attained by Moses the Lawgiver, with vigour 
unabated. 


HILLEL FOUNDATION 


FOR the most part the B'nai Brith 
Convention im London last week-end 
traversed familiar ground: its own potential 
contribution to the life of the community. 
The theme, though often rehearsed, remains 
important, for however small the | present 
impact of the Order on Anglo-Jewish life, 
its potentialities cannot be denied. Such 
Conventions can be justified through the 
opportunities to meet and exchange views 
which they give to scattered members; the 
future will tell us whether the Order is as 
accomplished in deeds as its assemblies are 
fluent in words. A practical suggestion on 
which stress was laid once more is the 
establishment of Hillel Foundations at 
British universities—a proposal which has 
been commended in these columns and 
which, we would stress, is designed to assist 
and not to supplant the good work of the 
Inter-University Jewish Federation and other 
student bodies. The idea originated in the 
United States, where the B'nai B'rith main- 
tains rabbis and club premises for Jewish 
students at about 200 institutions of univer- 
sity status. 

Conditions in this country are not identi- 
cal, but point was given to the importance 
of the Hillel Foundation project by the 
speaker at the Convention who said that we 
are “witnessing assimilation, atheism .. . 
intermarriage, and irreligion.” These pheno- 
mena are especially prominent at the univer- 
sities (we understand that at one well-known 
university only 60 out of 100 Jewish students 
identify themselves as Jews, and only 30 are 
members of the Jewish Society), and some 
action by senior organisations of Anglo- 
Jewry to assure the spiritual well-being of a 
significant element of the younger generation 
is long overdue. It is possible that the Hillel 
Foundation idea has in the past been bogged 
cown through its initial stages being con- 
ceived on too ambitious a scale. The estab- 
lishment of a Jewish Chaplaincy, with a full- 
time chaplain, at each of the major universities 
would involve a capital outlay and an annual 
expenditure the raising of which is difficult 
to foresee in these straitened times. And 
even if funds were available, ministers 
suitable for this particular task would be 
hard to find: an attitude to Judaism which 
largely neglects its philosophical and theo- 
logical bases does not produce rabbis who 
can convince young people of its validity as 
against the manifold intellectual currents 
that swirl through our universities. 

A start might be made in London, where 
Scattered through a vast and amorphous 


metropolis many hundreds of Jewish 
students and young graduates, a high pro- 
portion cut off from their homes, must stand 
in need of renewed links with their Jewish 
heritage. To forge those links, beginning if 
needs be on a modest scale, would be an 
earnest of the noble aspirations evoked by 
the B'nai B'rith at its Convention. 


HOME LIFE 


Prosiems of home life, made evident by 
an increasing divorce rate, have engaged the 
attention of social workers ever since the 
war. In the Jewish community we can 
soberly congratulate ourselves that the full 
severity of prevailing sociological epidemics 
has not affected us so far. The divorce rate 
among Jews seems to be lower than among 
the population of the country as a whole, 
and all the evidence goes to show that 
juvenile delinquency, which so often springs 
from a bad home environment, is astonish- 
ingly low among Jewish children. But the 
trends show no grounds for self-com- 
placency, and the Committee for Training 
Social Workers did well to devote to ques- 
tions of home life the conference which it 
convened last week-end. “The Broken 
Home™ was the subject of one of the 
papers reported in our columns, and the 
related question of Marriage Guidance its 
dealt with in our Home Section this week. 
If the ills that afflict home life generally at 
the present day appear to be less aggravated 
in our own community it is because of the 
strong religious influences which tradition- 
ally pervaded the Jewish family and gave the 
Jew’s home a character which caused the 
late Chief Rabbi to describe it as more than 
his castle—his sanctuary. As Mrs. Bropie 
pointed out at the Social Workers’ Con- 
ference, there has lately been a decline in 
religious observance in the home, and the 
social implications of this decline should be 
grasped at once. There is surely room for 
further co-operation in our community 
between religious teachers and _ social 
workers. It is important that there should 
be no dissonance between the two 
approaches. Here, as elsewhere, the short- 
age of ministers must be keenly felt. In 
some quarters pastoral work is still despised, 
but evidently there is much useful work that 
ministers with an adequate social and 
psychiatric training could do. 


WORDS 


Tue Book of Ecclesiastes contains much 
shrewd wisdom about varied aspects of 
human life. It reveals not only the 
wide experience of its author but also 
his mastery of language. Appropriately 
enough, therefore, the book frequently 
reflects on the power of words: “ Koheleth 
sought to find out words of delight, and that 
which was written uprightly, even words of 
truth. The words of the wise are as goads, 
and as nails well fastened are those that are 
composed in collections.” On the other 
hand, he is unsparing in his denunciation of 
those who do not use words aright, and he 
explains where they go astray: “A fool 
multiplieth words.” Koheleth has found a 
worthy disciple in Sir Ernest Gowers, 
whose “ A BC of Plain Words” (published 
by H.M. Stationery Office) forms a splendid 
supplement to his already famous “ Plain 
Words.” It has been written at the invita- 
tion of the Treasury to help in improving 
official English. The faults which Sir Ernest 
is concerned to correct may be described in 
general terms as those of pomposity, circum- 
locution, woolliness, and wordiness. His 
advice could be heeded with advantage by 
all Jewish authorities who have occasion to 
use the English language. Among the words 
about which he advises extreme caution in 
their use is “ liquidation.”. It is unnecessary 
to enlarge upon the misunderstanding that 
has been caused through the careless 
employment by Jewish writers and speakers 
of the phrase “liquidation of the 
Galut” Many resonant expressions are 
lacking in lucidity. Only recently, Mr. 
Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Premier, remarked 
that people had been inquiring about the 
exact meaning of the term “ ingathering of 
the exiles.” He Stated that this was an 
historic phrase from Jewish literature, des- 


cribing the current phenomenon of Israeli. 


life, which was spontaneous, of Jews who 
needed a home and freedom coming to Israel. 
The phrase could not, he said, be regarded 
as applying to American Jews. Nor, we 
would add, can it be regarded as applying to 
British Jews. It is well to be reminded that 
words exercise such an influence for good 
or iff over men’s lives. 
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RACIAL RELATIONS 


Statement on Race. By Asniry M 
New York: Henry Schuman. $2. oe

Last year Unesco published a statemen: by a 
group of experts on race problems. |; Was 
designed to clear away popular but dangeroys 
fallacies about race and race relations ; and one 
of the experts was Professor Morris Ginsberg 
of the London School of Economics. 


The author of this book, Mr. Ashley Moniagy 
wrote the first draft of the composite staicmen: 
and was one of the United States representatives 
on the committee. It was his aim to write a com. 
mentary on the declaration, amplifying iis major 
points and setting forth brief summaries of the 
basic scientific findings in a language understood by 
the people. If words and scientific authority coulg 
change opinion then this Statement on Race should 
make a difference in the position of the Jews or of 
the Negroes in America. Yet, with all respect for 
the zeal and the learning of Professor Moniagy 
some of us are less hopeful then he is that ic will 
affect general conduct. In dealing with the Jewish 
question the Statement runs: “Many nationg! 
religious .. . or cultural groups have in loo« usage 
been called a race, when obviously Americans are 
not a race, nor are any other nationa! group. 
Catholics, Protestants, Moslems, or Jews are not 
races. ...” Professor Montagu amplifies as fol. 
lows: “ There is not now, nor was there ever. 4 
Jewish race.... There are three different conditions 
which generally serve to distinguish many members 
of the Jewish faith from the majority of other per. 
sons within the population of which they form a4 
part. These are religion, cultural differences . 
and physical traits which differ sufficiently from 
those of the rest of the population to make them 
readily identifiable.” He stresses the distinction 
between the biological fact and the myth of race: 
“ And it is the myth, not the fact. which has worked 
enormous human and social damage.’ The special 
Jewish characteristics are not racial. Physically they 
have an aggregate of Mediterrancan traits: but they 
are not anything approaching ai homogcneous 
biological entity. In the common parlance—so 
what? It is the difference of the Jews. and not 
the scientific classification of the difference. which 
matters to the common man. 


Human Brotherhood 


A more important finding, perhaps, of the State- 
ment is that, “given similar degrees of cultural 
opportunity, the average achievement of the mem-. 
bers of each ethnic group is about the same. 
“ Personality and character may be considered race- 
less. And there is no reason for beheving thai any 
human group is richer than any other in thes 
respects.” If that truth is accepted « may work as 
great a change in. human society as the rejection by 
Christianity of the old Hellenic idea thal mos 
peoples were slaves by nature. 

it is another furidamental idea of the Matement 
that “ biological studies lend support to the ethic 
of universal brotherhood. Man is born with dnves 
towards co-operation.”’ The Statement ends wiih an 
adaptation of a poem of John Donne: “ No man 
is an island entirely of itself: every man is a piece 
of the continent, a part of the main, because he is 
involved in mankind,.”* Thai is in accord with (he 
Hebrew teaching of .the Bible that al! men are the 
children of one Father. Co-operation then. and 
not competition, is the law of life. And the policies 
of separatism and isolationism now pursued by 
some States with mixed races are against the weight 
of science as well as opposed to the moral law. 


WELFARE OF THE AGED 


Adding Life to Years. By Loxrp 
National Council of Social Service. %s. 6d

Lord Amulree gives an account of the develop- 
ment of welfare services for old people during the 
last 100 years, and it is a story written by a doctor 
whose understanding of old people is second to 
none. The three main factors which interfere with 
an old person's happy enjoyment of his home are

American Literature in the Twentieth 
Century. By HEINRICH STRAUMANN. 
Hutchinson's Universal Library. 7s. 6d.

Professor Straumann has undertaken to 
discuss the main currents of twentieth- 
century American literature in under 200 
pages, and he does so successfully within 
the lymits at his disposal. His imtention 
was to classify the ideas and attitudes in 
modern American hterature, rather than 
to discuss the works of literature as such. 

While it would be unfair to castigate 
Professor Straumann for not writing the 
kind of book which he had no intention 
of writing, yet the lack of critical 
discrimination sometimes has queer 
resulis. The chapter on poetry, for 
txampic, which is the weakest in the book, 
picks out for discussion those poets whose 
ideas can be conveniently classified and 
ignores better poets who cannot be so 
easily handled. 

_ Even in his discussion of fiction, which 
is deftly laid out, lack of critical discrimi- 
halon sometimes distorts the picture. This 
and other defects seem to be the result of 
haste, of trying to add bits to bring the 
book up to date after the main work was 
completed. Footnotes and bibliographi- 
cal references to recent works are stuck 
in al the last moment, even when they 
reler to-matters which, if properly con- 
sidered, would change the perspective of 
the whole discussion.

N January, 1924, the second Lord 
Rothschild presented two letters to 
the British Museum (fascicle: 

MS. 41.178 A.). These are among the 
most important documents in Zionist 
history. One letter announced the 
forthcoming declaration of the British 
Government on Zionism, and the 
second was instrumental in the creation 
of the Jewish State. These letters are 
eternal witness to a bond between the 
British and the Jewish people. 


I recently sent a request to the 
British Museum for permission to have 
the original letters photographed. 
This led to a correspondence with the 
owners of the copyrights. The British 
Museum, although in possession of the 
letters, does not own the copyright. 
But first, something about the history 
of these letters, which were addressed 
to Lord Rothschild. 3 


Attack on Zionism 


The historic efforts of the English 
Zionist Federation during the First 
World War, with the support and 
counsel of a number of English politi- 
cians, to obtain from the British 
Government recognition of Zionist 
aspirations could not be kept secret. 
The activities of Weizmann, Sokolow, 
and others were furthered by pro- 
Zionist articles and comments in the 
English press. This was followed by 
a strong, if not unexpected, attack 
against Zionism. On Thursday, May 
24, 1917, THe Times published an anti- 
Zionist “Statement of the Conjoint 
Committee of the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association,’ which threatened the 
destruction of all hopes, This state- 
ment appeared under the headline 
“The Future of the Jews: Palestine 
and Zionism: Views of Anglo-Jewry,” 
and was signed by Mr. David L. 
Alexander, President of the Board of 
Deputies, and Mr. Claude G. Monte- 
fiore, President of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. It created the impression 
of two persons speaking in the name 
of English Jewry to the British Govern- 
ment, and their attitude was clearly and 
unequivocally against a Jewish Pales- 
tine, 

In the great fight against the “ Protest 
Presidents ™ it was not the Chief Rabbi,

mann who played a decisive rdle, but 
Lord Rothschild, Without Rothschild, 
the Zionists would probably have lost 
the battle.

nor Weizmann but Rothschild who 
demanded “the establishment of an 
autonomous Jewish State.” And it was 
Lord Rothschild, too, who played the 
most important part in the stormy 
debate and fighting vote in the Board 
of Deputies on June 17, 1917, which, 
by 56 votes to 51, brought about the 
resignation of the “ Protest Presidents.” 
Sir Stuart Samuel became President of 
the Board of Deputies. 

Lord Rothschild had learned his 
Zionism from Herzl. Herzl’s conversa- 
tions with Lord Rothschild’s father, 
Nathaniel Mayer (the first Lord Roth- 
schild), mow bore fruit. In January, 
1903, Nathaniel Mayer said to Herzl: 
“ No, no, you, Dr. Herzl, stand at the 


“in principle in favour of the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish National Home 
in Palestine.” 

On July 18, 1917, Lord Rothschild, 
in the name of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, sent the draft of a Declaration 
to Mr. A. J. Balfour in which it was 
requested that the British Government 
recognise “ Palestine as the National 
Home of the Jewish people and the 
right of the Jewish peopie to build up 
its National life in Palestine.” While 
pro-Ziomst and anti-Zionist argued 
fiercely, the War Cabinet considered 
the formulation of a Declaration.

draft declaration that had been submitted to the 
War Cabinet for consideration.

In its issue of June 23, 1876, THE 


published an 
Headed “A 


JewtsH CHRONICLE 
unusual editorial note. 
Warning,” it said: 

“A correspondent informs us that 
a printed paper, very mischievous in 
its tendency, is being circulated among 
the Russian and Polish working 
classes at the East End of London. 
It is written in the jargon current 
among those people, with a pure 
Hebrew version accompanying it. 
The paper purports to contain the 
rules of the ‘ Hebrew Socialist Union,’ 
a body which possesses no existence 
whatever except in the imagination of 
the insane originator, who is striving 
to créate such a body. 

“We forbear publishing extracts 
from the paper, as they would only 
tend to mislead. Such puerile tracts 
are not likely to have the slightest 
influence upon the least informed of 
our brethren. Indeed, we more than 
suspect that they emanate from the 
enemies of the Jews, and are put into 
circulation in order to injure them.” 


Modest Beginning 

This was not what one would call 
a friendly welcome to the small band 
—ten in the beginning—-of young 
men, who, on May 20, 1876, decided 
to found the first “ Hebrew Socialist 
Union” (its original name was 
“ Agudat Hasocialistim Haivrim 
Belondon 

The leader of the Union was Aaron 
Liberman, who, like the other 
founder-members, had come only 
recently to London from the western 
territories of Tsarist Russia. He drew 
up the Union’s programme, written in 
Hebrew and Yiddish, the first Jewish 
Socialist programme ever drafted. It 
begins: “We are convinced that the

system which exists jn all countries 
is .. . unjust; the capitalists, the rulers 
and the clergy have taken all 
material goods for themselves, and, 
through the rule of money, they have 
turned their workers into slaves.” 

After a short and popular explanation 
of the meaning of Socialism, the: pro- 
gramme declares that “we. Jewish 
children have resolved to join as 
brothers in the holy union. of 
workers,” and that “the Hebrew 
Socialist Union will be guided by the 
principles of truth, justice, and virtue 
in our relations among ourselves and 
with others, without difference of 
colour, nationality, or creed.” 


Call to Educated Youth 


A few weeks later, the Union dis- 
tributed the first Hebrew Socialist 
proclamation, addressed to Intel- 
ligent Jewish Youth.” This was a 
passionate call to educated Jewish 
youths to turn away from careerism 
and the search for material success, 
and, instead, to help to raise the 
material and spiritual standards of the 
poor Jewish workers. 

This first Jewish Socialist pamphlet 
provoked violent reactions from the 
leaders of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. The usually courteous 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, on August Il, 
1876, attacked Aaron Liberman. 
Quoting a letter sent to the editor by 
the Russian Maggid, Dainow, the 
paper assured its readers that “ this 
seditious writing proceeds from one 
individual of Jewish parentage.” It 
accused him of “ vagabondage, dis- 
honesty, and avowed transgression of 
the laws of God and man, especially 
the laws given on Sinai.” It repeats 


a request of the Maggid to hand over | 


the circulars to the authorities. 

But the few members of the Hebrew 
Socialist Union were not men of clay, 
They were frightened neither by the 
call to expose them to the authorities 
nor by the hint in Tue Jewisn 


CHRONICLE that they were in the pay 
of Christian missionaries, then very 
active in the East End of London. 

At their first meeting of members, 
in May, the Union decided to organise 
the Jewish tailors in a trade union. 
The non-Jewish workers in London 
had, for a long time, found in the 
trade unions their strongest weapon 
of defence. But apart from an abor- 
tive attempt two years earlier to form 
a union, trade unions were at this time 
unknown among Jews. 

On Saturday, August 19, 1876, the 
members of the Hebrew Socialist 
Union distributed in the East End a 
short pamphlet in Yiddish with the 
heading “ Public Meeting fiir Yiddishe 
Arbeiter.” After stating that “the 
Jew has to work more hours and earns 
smaller wages than the Gentile,” the 
authors of the pamphlet called on 
Jewish workers to organise themselves 
imto a trade union. For that purpose, 
they were invited to meet on Saturday, 
August 26, at Setland Hall, 15, Man- 
sell Street, Goodman's Fields, E.1. 
The meeting was a success. Fifty 
workers present at the meeting became 
founder-members of the first Jewish 
trade union, which characteristically 
decided to call itself “ Haveirim Kol 
Baalai Meloho.” 


Employers’ Warning 


But the next meeting ended very 
sadly. East End employers had 
issued a warning to the Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Adler, about the Socialist “ mis- 
sionaries.” The Chief Rabbi's deputy 
arrived at the meeting, together with 
a group of Jewish employers, and 
demanded to be admitted to see if 
Liberman was asking the tailors to 


become Christians. They were allowed « 


to enter the hall. But Liberman was 
a man of strong convictions and hot 
blood. Instead of continuing his 
> ea on the working conditions in 
the East End he switched over to 
attack the “ hypocritical clergy.” The 


Chief Rabbi's deputy had not come 
to the meeting for nothing. A heated 
exchange followed. Fighting - broke 
out, and the police had to be called 
in to separate the antagonists. The 
Union had to pay. £5 for broken 
furniture. 

To avoid attacking the trade union 
openty, THe Jewish CHRONICLE, on 
September 8. called it “another con- 
versionist trick.” So the members of 
the Hebrew Socialist Union decided 
to keep the two labour organisations 
separate. Liberman and other 
prominent Socialists withdrew com- 
pletely from the Jeadership of the 
trade union. 


Filling the Vacuum 


The gap thus created was immedi- 
ately filled by the leaders of the 
Jewish community. To make quite 
sure that the Socialists would not 
again be able to take over the leader- 
ship of the trade unon, a ‘shochet 
became its president, a Mageid its 
secretary, and a Dayan the treasurer. 
Soon the trade union had 300 mem- 
bers and £80 in its funds. But accord- 
ing to the late A. Tcherikover, the 
historian of the Jewish labour move- 
ment, one of the new leaders of ine 
trade union went rather quietly to the 
United States, forgetting to leave 
behind the union funds. . .. This 
brought confusion to the trade union 
and led to its collapse. 

The first Jewish Socialist organisa- 
tion, the Agudat Hasocialistim Haiv- 
rim Belondon, died not long after- 
wards. Isolated, surrounded by hatred, 
frustrated by lack of support, it held 
its last meeting on December 28, 1876. 

But the seed had taken root. Soon, 
Jewish tailors, cabinet makers, and 
tobacco workers founded their own 
strong trade unions, which, in one 
form or another, still exist to-day. 
Socialist clubs and organisations 
sprang up at every corner of London’s 
East End. 

Liberman left London for Vienna, 
where, in 1877, he started the Hebrew 
“ Haemet,” the first Jewish Socialist 
periodical.

ATTRACTING YOUTH 
TO SYNAGOGUE 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn CHRONICLE

Sin.—As reported in your issuc of 
October 19, Rabbi Dr. Altmann suggests 
that in order to bring back the youth io 
the synagogue “the services should be 
made more attractive.” With this, nonce 
can disagree. It is, however, with , 
of the remedies he suggests, that | wis 
to differ in toto, for to adopt this would 
be to make the services even less attrac- 
tive to our intelligent youth. Dr. Ali- 
mann, to quote his reported words, 
maintains that “ the services need not be 
long drawn out, and that the Shabbat 
service could end at 11.30 a.m., and that 
it was not always necessary to have a 
sermon.” (The italics are mince.) 

What does actually lengthen the ser- 
vice—ithe short discourse of 25 minutes, 
or the endless repetitions of “ sweet- 
voiced singers in Israel,” and the lengthy 
list of Aliyot--both of which often are 
conducive to a lack of decorum and a 
feeling of impatient boredom ? if a 
shortening of the service be Dr. Altmann’'s 
panacea for a disturbing feature in Anglo- 
Jewish life—a diagnosis and a remedy 
with which, by the way, I respectfully 
disagree—then, surely, the shortening pro- 
cess should commence with the Reader 
and the Ba'al Koreh, and not with the 


preacher who has a message in a langu-- 


age all can understand. Let the sermon 
be well prepared, succinct, and timely, 
and it will prove one of the cardinal and 
most attractive features of the service. a 
claim not hypothetical, but based on mpe 
experience. 

As a scholar, Dr. Altmann knows how 
faintly the lamp of Jewish learning burns 
in Our community. 
when the average Ba'al Habayit consulted 
the standard commentaries in Hebrew on 
the Sidra of the week, or dipped into a 
Shulchan Aruch before a Yomtov. Few 
are those who read books of Jewish 
interest, or are aware of the’ significant 
trends in our history, or are ftamrar 
with the life and work of the Titans of the 
the Jewish spirn. The sermon, conscious 
of ius important role as a factor of 
enlightenment, helps much to roll away 
the clouds of ignorance. Does Dr. Alt- 
mann advocate now, in order to throw a 
bait to youth, which they will-not take, 
to stience one of the last media of enlighi- 
enment at our services? Surely not! Le 
him think again. 

No, Sir, the reason for the apaihy of 
ouwr youth hes much deeper than the 
service of three hours’ duration once a 
week, It is to be found in our homes, 
m the Jack of parental example, in the 
inadequacy of our Jewish educationa! 
system, in the indiscriminate choice of 
Readers and preachers, and in the genera! 
trend of materialistic tendencies in our 
communal hfe. But this is another story.

The Zionist leader 
drew me to him and he spoke to me 
encouragingly, and he told me that it 
was a privilege for me to be in the Holy 
Land and so to become a “ pioneer” in 
the great cause. Turning to my father 
he asked whether be had any land in 
Palestine. and he suggesied that my 
father should buy a plot and eventually 
build a house.

Sim.—The thousands of members of 
Maccabi Associations in this country 
will be grateful to your contributor for 
his endeavour to review the position of 
Anglo-Jewish Youth Movements.

As a 
youth movement, Maccabi believes it 
essential to foster the knowledge and 
understanding of practical Zionism, and 
the fleet of Magen David Adom ambul- 
ances sent to Isracl during the past few 
years was but one of many contributions 
Maccabi had made in the spirit of us 
aims. 

One of the “ Maccabiah’s” principal 
objects, to which no reference was made 
by your contributor, continues to be that 
“ mngathering thousands of Jewish 
athletes, boys and girls, providing for 
them facilities for competition 
m sports and athiectics on Israel's soil. 
Many of those athictes may never have 
been able to see Israel for themselves. 
had # not been for the Maccabiah Games 
which, conditions permitting, will be held 
regularly every four years.

GERMAN RESTITUTION 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHronicie 
From Dr. J. AUERBACH 


Sin,—You have trequenily published 
articles and contributions on the subject 
of German restitution and indemnification 
lor the victims of National Socialism. | 
therefore. believe that the folowing 
information will be of interest to your 
readers: 

(1) We have received a letter from the 
Minister of the Interior of North Rhine- 
Westphaha, dated October 2, 1951, in 
which he states that the draft indemni- 
fication Bill, which had been before the 
Landiag and which virtually excluded 
from. compensation victims now living 
outside Germany, has now been with- 
drawn, and that there is a federal law 
in preparation, which will be considered 
just and fair by all the ‘victims. The 
Minister hopes that this Bill will shortly 
become law. His statement agrees with a 
communication we have received from the 
German Department of the Foreign 
Office. 

(2) The Federal Minister of Justice has 
sent us the draft for new Federal Statutes 
for German Lawyers (Bundesrechts- 
anwaltsordnung), which is now before the 
legislature. According to Paras. 256 and 
41 those German lawyers or those 
entitled to admission as lawyers, who had 
to leave Germany between January 30, 
1933, and May 8, 1945, for racial. 
political, or religious reasons, have to be 
readmitted and are freed of the otherwise 
applicable conditions of residence at the 
place of admission, maintenance of an 
office at that place, and even of the 
obligation to appoint someone there to 
receive documents, etc. These exceptions 
are limited to a period of five years from 
the date of promulgation of this law. 

_ We are now endeavouring to have this 
tome limit abolished and to have it 
replaced by a clause, according to which 
the above privileges will be granted with- 
out a time limit to all those lawyers who 
apply for readmission within ‘five years 
afier the Bill has become law. ,

THE SABBATICAL YEAR IMPOSING ON LECTURERS 


Dr. Herzog’s Ruling 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisu CHronicte 


Sirx,—Referring to the article by Rabbi 
Jacobs on Shemita in your issue of 
September 21, we wish to make clear the 
following important points. 

(1) In addition to the overwhelming 
weight of authority to the effect that 
Shemita nowadays, AIM HIS, is only 


binding by an enactment of the sages, 
there is a number of early 


authorities of the highest order who rule 
that since the discontinuance of ordained 
Torah Courts of Law in the holy land 


(ordained in the 


primary sense of that term) Shemita 
has ceased to have even rabbinical 732° 
binding force and is merely a matter of 
pious conduct. 
(2) His Eminence Dr. Herzog. the Chief 
Rabbi of Israel, did not definitely favour 
the suggestion of the alternative made 
of heter through FIPEN, but merely said 


that it was. Worthy of examination. In 
a learned circular subsequenily addressed 
to the members of the larger Council 
of the Chief Rabbinate, Dr. Herzog 
pointed out serious difficulties in the way 
of that mode of heter. The decision of 
non-acceptance was unanimous. 

(3) The Chief Rabbi has given and is 
giving his heartfelt blessing to al! material 
help extended to those several kibbutzim 
which observe Shemita, but he at the 
same time reprimands the language used 
in some of the appeals circularised among 
Anglo-Jewry on their behalf, as both 
presumptuous and misleading from the 
point of view of the din.

Siz,—1, too, am frequenily invited to 
address Jewish audiences. I agree with 
Mr. Sturtz that the organisers pf these 
mectings are invariably courteous and 
kind. In many cases they go further and 
offer to refund travelling expenses. 

But what I find irksome is the practice 
of Jewish societies in thé provinces who 
invite London lecturers to address them 
whhouwt considering the time and effort 
involved, When some charnable or 
public purpose is served, no question of 
a fee, of course, arises. Most lecturers 
willingly give the time involved and even 
pay their Own expenses as a donation 
in the form of persona] service. 

There are some societies. however, with 
ambxious ideas on the need to imstruct 
or entertain their members. They think 
nothing of inviting a lecturer to spend 
several hours each way in a train and 
tO pass a nicht in a local hotel. Even 
when expenses are refunded, the time 
spent on such missions often amounts to 
a whole day. Those lecturers who are 
nrofessional men, dependem for their 
income on fees for their services, find 
that these imvitations are a considerable 
burden. 

Where the local society is a student 
body. with very restricted sources of 
income. there is no solution, and many 
lecturers stretch a poim and go off wii- 
lingly. wihhouwt fee But why should 
societies with members who are com- 
fortably situated. who have no charitable 
purpose in mind on. these occasions, 
expect lecturers to give up a whole day 
for their instruction or entertainment, 
without fee ?

conducive to a lack of decorum and a 
feeling of impatient boredom ? if a 
shortening of the service be Dr. Altman's 
panacea for a disturbing feature in Anglo- 
Jewish hife—a diagnosis and a remedy 
with which, by the way, I respectfully 
disagree—then, surely, the shortening pro- 
cess should commence with the Reader 
and the Ba'al Koreh, and not with the 
preacher who has a message in a langu- 
age all can understand. Let the sermon 
be well prepared, succinct, and timely, 
and it will prove one of the cardinal and 
most attractive features of the service, a 
clam not hypothetical, but based on ripe 
experience 

As a scholar, Dr. Altmann knows how 
faintly the lamp of Jewish learning burns 
in our community. Gone are the times 
when the average Ba'al Habayit 
the standard commentaries in Hebrew on 
the Sidra of the week, or dipped inio a 
Shulchan Aruch before a Yomtov Few 
are those who read books of Jewish 
mterestt, or are aware of the significant 
trends m our history. or are tamihat 
with the life and work of the Titans of the 
the Jewish spirit. The sermon, conscious 
of ws important role as a factor of 
enlghténment, helps much to roll away 
the clouds of :gnorance. Does Dr. Ali- 
mann advocate now, im order to throw a 
bax to youth, which they will-not take.

GERMAN RESTITUTION 


To the Editor of Tur Jewtsn Curonicie 
From Dr. J. AUERBACH 


Sik,--You have frequently published 
arucles and contributions on the subject 
of German restitution and indemnification 
lor the victims of Naiional Socialism. | 
therefore believe that the following 
information will be of interest to your 

(1) We have received a letter from the 
Minister of the Interior of North Rhine- 
Westphaha, dated Ociober 2, 1951. in 
which he states that the draft indemni- 
ficauion Bill, which had been before the 
landiag and which virtually excluded 
from compensation victims now living 
outside Germany, has now been with- 
drawn, and that there is a federal law 
im preparation, which will be considered 
just and fair by all the victims. The 
Minister hopes that this Bill will shortly 
become law. His statement agrees with a 
communication we have received from the 
German Department of the Foreign 
Othee. 

(2) The Federal Minister of Justice has 
sent us the draft for new Federal Statutes 
for German Lawyers (Bundesrechts- 
anwaltsordnung), which is now before the 
legislature. According to Paras. 256 and 
41 those German lawyers or those 
entitled to admission as lawyers, who had 
to leave Germany between January 30, 
1933, and May 8, 1945, for racial. 
political, or religious reasons, have to be 
readmitted and are freed of the otherwise 
applicable conditions of residence at the 
place of admission, maintenance of an 
office at that place, and even of the 
obligation to appoint someone there to 
receive documents, etc. These exceptions 
are limited to a period of five years from 
the date of promulgation of this law. 

_ We are now endeavouring to have this 
limit abolished and to have it 
replaced by a clause, according to which 
the above privileges will be granted with- 
ume to all those lawyers who 
pply for readmission within 
afier the Bill has become law. 7

Suggested Origin of the Word 
Sin.-—-Mr. Witriol deserves the thanks 
of all studenis of Jewish affairs for his 
anthropological ficld work in Anglo- 


Jewry. His penetrating observations on 
the linguistic and social habits of the 
community open the way to new fields 
of research. His latest study, on the 
Macher, suggests that the accepted 
etymology, from German machen (cf. 
Old English Macian), is not wholly satis- 
factory, in that ut fails to explain the 
subtle overtones of the word. A pos- 
sible connection with the English 
“ machination “ at once comes to mind, 
while another possibility is the Greek 
machomai, which includes among its 
meanings “to quarrel, wrangle, dispute, 
to contend for a prize” (Liddell and 
Scout, Greek-English Lexicon, s.v.).

Marriage 
Guidance 


By ESTHER M. SAMUEL* 


HE lengthy discussions in Parflia- 

ment which preceded the decision 

to set up a Royal Commission 
“to mquire into the law concerning 
marriage and divorce ” tended to focus 
public attention on the possibility of 
facilitating divorce rather than improv- 
ing the legal position of the partners 
of a marriage. This is hardly surpris- 
ing with the disquieting rise in the 
post-war divorce figures. 

The reasons advanced for this 
increase are many. Perhaps our 
changed attitude towards divorce is 
one important contributing factor, and 
this, unfortunately, applies both 
within and without the community: 
Whereas in years gone by was really 
regarded as a last resort, to-day divorce 
is sought as lightly as the marriage 
which preceded it was entered into. 
In former days the presentation of that 
document of dissolution, the Ger; was 
an occasion for tears, to-day the pro- 
ceedings, as likely as not, will termi- 
nate with ah invitation from the 
ex-husband to his one-time bride to 
“come along and have a cup of tea.” 


Expert Advice 


Yet how much marital unhappiness 
might be avoided if marriage were 
approached with fuller knowledge and 
understanding, or, if, when danger 
signals first appear, expert guidance 
and advice were sought ! In this age 
of specialisation, matrimony is the one 
career on which young people con- 
sider themselves fitted to embark with-

So, if 
one has a matrimonial difficulty, be it 
small or great, they can make an 
appointment at the London Marriage 
Guidance Council, 78, Duke Street.

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GOVERNMENT 
By “AUNTIE” 


S the new Parliament, to which 
the people of this country have 
sent their representatives, has 

been opened this week, I feel it is an 

appropriate time to chat about the 
ylitics Of Our ancient Hebrew State, 
fore the Babylonian exile. 

Then, the Government of the 
country was very different from nowa- 
days. It was carried on by rulers who 
had absolute power, and though they 
sought the advice of counsellors, there 
was ho representative Parliament. 

All the same, there are many 
occasions recorded in the Bible when 
the popular wishes and feelings were 
made known, for example when ques- 
tions of housing, land tenure, or the 
treatment of the poor arose. 

One early case, concerning inheri- 
tance, came up at the time of Moses 
and it was brought to his notice by 
women. A certam man Zelophehad 
had died without sons but leaving five 
daughters. They contended that they 
had the right to receive the property 
of thei father. “And they stood 
before Moses and before Eleazer the 
priest and before the princes and all 
the congregation” and put forward 
their plea to be treated as equal to 
men. They won their case and in con- 

equence a new law of inheritance was 
drawn up providing that, if a man died 
vithout sons, his daughters should 
inherit the land. Later on, we read in 
the Book of Joshua that these five 
women duly received their share in 
‘he Promised Land.

the Bible when the people wished to 
have a king. They had earlier been 
ruled by judges: Samuel the greatest 
of them had become old and had put 
his sons in office in his place. But, 
unfortunately, the sons “ walked not in 
his ways but turned aside after lucre 
and took bribes and perverted justice.” 
So the elders of Israel came to Samuel 
and said: “ Behold, thou art old and 
thy sons walk not in thy ways: now 


make us a king to judge us like all the 
nations.” 


Samuel's Warning 
Samuel warned the people of the 


possible consequences that might 
ensuc. But they were insistent and 


the Jewish monarchy was founded. 
(Samuel's warning was probably 
remembered by the people later when 
they were ruled by bad monarchs.) 

But at the time of the Second 
Temple there was a Sanhedrin, that 
administered justice in accordance with 
Jewish law. A President and 71 mem- 
bers composed the Great Sanhedrin. 
They did not try prisoners, but chiefly 
decided religious matters such as 
Temple rites. 

Besides the Great Sanhedrin, which 
was the legal successor to the body of 
70 elders in the time of Moses, there 
was another Sanhedrin or Court of 
Justice which concerned itself with the 
government. and welfare of the 
country. This Court took very great 
care to see that justice was done to 
all and that some mercy was shown 
even to the worst offenders

Marriage 
Guidance 


By ESTHER M. SAMUEL* 


HE lengihy discussions in Parlia- 

meni which preceded the decision 

to set up a Royal Commission 
“to inquire into the law concerning 
marriage and divorce ” tended to focus 
public attention on the possibility of 
facilitating divorce rather than improv- 
ing the legal position of the partners 
of a marriage. This is hardly surpris- 
ing with the disquieting rise in the 
post-war divorce figures. 

Ihe reasons advanced for this 
increase are many. Perhaps our 
changed attitude towards divorce is 
one important contributing factor, and 
this, unfortunately, applies both 
within and without the community. 
Whereas tn years gone by it was really 
regarded as a last resort, to-day divorce 
is sought as lightly as the marriage 
which preceded it was entered into. 
In former days the presentation of that 
document of dissolution, the Get, was 
an occasion for to-day the pro- 
ceedings, as likely as not, will termi-

to receive applicants with sympathy, 
understanding, and knowledge, and 
where religious, medical, or legal 
advice is required, to put them in 
touch with the appropriate expert. But 
the aim of Marriage Guidance is to 
produce better marriage-partners and 
to strengthen existing marriages where 
that existence seems threatened, not to 
facilitate divorce. Advice on divorce 
is not given. 

The conference realised that satis- 
factory marriages are the result of 
sound training in the parental home 
and an example of marital harmony : 
but it was convened to discuss the 
question of unsatisfactory marriages 
and to suggest a remedy. So, if 
one has a matrimonial! difficulty, be it 
small or great, they can make an 
appointment at the London Marriage 
Guidance Council, 78, Duke Street.

GOVERNMENT 
By “AUNTIE” 


S the new Parliament, to which 
the people of this country have 
sent their representatives. has 

been opened this week, I feel it is an 
appropriate time to chat about the 

ylitics of Our ancient Hebrew State, 
before the Babylonian exile. 

Then, the Government of the 
country was very different from nowa- 
days. It was carried on by rulers who 
had absolute power, and though they 
sought the advice of counsellors, there 
was no representative Parliament. 

All the same, there are many 
occasions recorded in the Bible when 
the popular wishes and feelings were 
made known, for example when ques- 
tions of housing, land tenure, or the 
treatment of the poor arose. 

One early case, concerning inheri- 
tance, came up at the time of Moses 
and it was’ brought to his notice by 
women. A certam man Zelophchad 
had died without sons but leaving five 
daughters. They contended that they 
had the right to receive the property 
of ther father. “And they stood 
nefore Moses and before Eleazer the 
priest and before the princes and all 
the congregation” and put forward 
their plea to be treated as equal to 
men. They won their case and in con- 
equence a new law of inheritance was 
drawn up providing that, if a man died 
without sons, his daughters should 
inherit the land. Later on, we read in 
the Book of Joshua that these five 
women duly received their share in 
ne Promised Land. 

Then let us glatice at a later case in

the Bible when the people wished to 
have a king. They had earlier been 
ruled by judges: Samuel the greatest 
of them had become old and had put 
his sons in office in his place. But, 
unfortunately, the sons ** walked not in 
his ways but turned aside after lucre 
and took bribes and perverted justice.” 
So the elders of Israel came to Samuel 
and said: “ Behold, thou art old and 
thy sons walk not in thy ways: now 


make us a king to judge us like all the 
nations.” 


Samuel's Warning 


Samuel warned the people of the 
possible consequences that might 
ensue. But they were insistent and 
the Jewish monarchy was founded. 
(Samuel's warning was probably 
remembered by the people later when 
they were ruled by bad monarchs.) 

But at the time of the Second 
Temple there was a Sanhedrin, that 
administered justice in accordance with 
Jewish law. A President and 71 mem- 
bers composed the Great Sanhedrin. 
They did not try prisoners, but chiefly 
decided religious matters such as 
Temple rites. 

Besides the Great Sanhedrin, which 
was the legal successor to the body of 
70 elders in the time of Moses. there 
was another Sanhedrin or Court of 
Justice which concerned itself with the 
government and welfare of the 
country. This Court took very great 
care to see that justice was done to 
all and that some mercy was shown 
even to the worst offenders.

stresses “rights of the existing non- 
Jewish communities in Palestine.” _ 

There is no doubt that the draft in 
the letter by the War Cabinet would 
have been more favourable towards 
the Zionists had the voice of the Jewish 
anti-Zionists not reached the members 
of the Government with such clamour 
and jnsistence. 

Of the eight persons addressed, the 
following five agreed in principle to 
the draft: Lord Rothschild, Sir Stuart 
Samuel. Dr. Hertz.. Sokolow, and 
Weizmann. Against it were: Leonard 
L. Cohen. Claude Montefiore, and Sir 
Philip Magnus, M.P. 

There followed days of anxiety and 
excitement. Weizmann, who was in 
contact with Justice Louis D. Brandets, 
obtained America’s assistance at the 
right moment. President Walson sent 
a personal message to the British 
Government, and finally the memor- 
able day of November 2, 1917, dawned. 
A messenger was handed a sealed 
envelope, addressed in handwriting to 
The Lord Rothschild. etc., etc., etc.. 
148, Piccadilly, W.1. In the left-hand 
top corner was written “ By hand,” and 
below the name of the sender: A. 
Balfour,

One week later. on November 9, 
this letter. which became known as the 
“ Balfour Declaration.” was published 
in THe Times under the headline 
* Palestine for the Jews: Government 
Pledge.” This typewritten Declaration, 
after hard and difficult years, eventually 
led to the Jewish State. [The Declara- 
tion was timed so that THe JewitsH 
CHRONICLE could also publish it on the 
same day.] 

Tracing the Copyright 

When, at the beginning of 1951, 
| applied to/the British Museum, 
asking for permission to photograph 
these original letters, the reply was 
that I could only obtain permission if 
1 could produce the consent of the 
holders of the copyrights of these two 
documents. But who was the holder 
of the copyrights’ The Museum, 
according to its rules, was not in a 
position to disclose this. 

Lord Hankey (formerly Sir Maurice 
P. A. Hankey: Secretary of the War 
Cabinet) replied that he had completely 
forgotten the contents of this letter. 
He therefore asked the British Museum 
to let him have a copy of his letter of 
October 6, 1917. He maintained that 
he had written it not as a private per- 
son but in his capacity as Secretary of 
the War Cabinet. He therefore did not 
hold the copyright, which belonged to 
the Crown. Lord Hankey was good 
enough to assist me, and finally Sir 
Norman Brook, Secretary of the 
Cabinet, granted me the necessary per- 
mission, 

The copyright of the Balfour 
Declaration does not belong to the 
Crown but to the Balfour family. Mr. 
Michael Dugdale, son of the late Mrs. 
Blanche Dugdale, Arthur James Bal- 
four’s niece, forwarded my letter to the 
Earl of Balfour, who granted me writ- 
ten permission,

A major reorganisation of Continental 
Zionist institutions is in progress. The 
European Bureau of the Jewish Agency, 
with headquarters in Paris and with wide- 
spread ramifications that reach into North 
Africa, is drastically reducing its adminis- 
trative machinery and, as far as possible, 
is handing over its work to the various 
national Zionist Federations.

Plans to uplift Sefardi Jews, ially 
in Israel, to a higher spiritual and social 
level, were claborated at the World 
Sefardi Congress which opened on Sunday. 

ik was decided to set up a World 
Fderation of Sefardi Communities as the 
main instrument of the desired renats- 
sance, and to send out to Israel a com- 
mission to study the conditions and needs 
of Sefardi Jews there-—estimated at 
between 450,000 and 600,000 persons-—as 
a first step towards organising aid on 
their behalf. The number of Sefardi 
Jews throughout the world was stated to 
be about 1,800,000. 

At Sunday night's opening session, 
Professor René Cassin, President of the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle and Presi- 
dent of the French Council of State, 
predicted that Sefardi Jewry, cast down 
from their ancient glory, would rise again 
by their own strength. He described the 
miserable plight of the Jews in the 
metlahs of Morocco, famished and sick 
in mind and body. and spoke of others 
eoing in fear of their lives in the Arab 
lands, and of the newly arrived immi- 
grants in Israel encamped im the wilder- 
ness. all of them bewildered, and some 
of them embittered.
